three months since I left there and 
came to Orange to work in the larg­ 
est shipy ard in Tex as. 
They hav e 24 ships or destroy ers 
u nder constru ction now, all at 
the 
same time. It is amazing to see all 
this mass of work manship going on 
night and day . There 
are 
15,000 
men here now work ing. That is be­ 
sides the people that liv e here. The 
city of Orange is abou t the size of 
Stamford, Tex as. 
So y ou can ju st figu re ou t where 
so many folk s stay in 
su ch 
small 
city . Some hav e trailer hou ses and 
a few sleep in the park . Of cou rse 
they scatter ou t to the su rrou nding 
towns. Bu t ev ery v acant space 
is 
filled u p with people from Hou ston 
this way , and on 
into 
Lou isiana. 
Bu t it is really amu sing to see all 
these men going to 
work 
in 
the 
morning and coming ou t at 
5:30 


o’clock in the ev ening. 
My job here is cable electrician. 
We are called Marine Electricians., 
Each man has one line of work only . 
My work is to see that each electric 
cable is pu t in 
the 
proper 
place. 
These cables are insu lated with ru b­ 
ber on the inside and cov ered with 
alu minu m braid. So y ou see where 
a great deal of the alu minu m that 
we all sav ed u p at home is u sed. 
These destroy ers are solid steel 
from front to stern and there are 
25,000 feet of this electric cable in 
one ship alone.

abou t 39 2 feet long, 50 feet wide 
and 40 feet deep,
